So at the hour at which the meet­ 
ing should be gathering at Devine, 
this editor at Hondo is in the dark

Whatever else it may he. we hopn 
thoro will be no relaxation in tile ef­ 
fort to hurry the construction of 173 
as a link between I . S. 83— a trans­ 
continental highway traversing the 
central portion of the plains country' 
from Canada to Brownsville and par­ 
alleling roughly the rocky mountains 
in the northern portion and the Rio 
Grande in its southern extremity— 
and Texas No. 9, making an almost 
air line from Leakey in the hills, to 
deep water at Corpus Christi. 
The casualties of war are not con­ 
fined to lives alone. 
Many of them are far-reaching in 
their effects upon the economic and 
social, as well as political lives of the 
people. 
Hondo’s plan to build a service- 
bond-financed sewer system was one 
•>f the first economic ca.-udlties of 
the present war. 
Other 
projected 
enterprises 
are 
threatened with a similar fate. 
But no such threat should impend 
over 173, and there should be no re­ 
laxation in our efforts to hurry it 
through. 
In fact, the nresent uncertainty 
should hasten its completion 
Should a combination of enemy 
forcer ever secure a foothold on our 
Pacific coast, such as Japan has se­ 
cured along the coast of China, and 
the rocky mountains instead of our 
coast line become our line of de­ 
fense, this chain of highway, the 
strongest link of which would be 173, 
would become of incalculable mili­ 
tary importance. 
Let’s keep that though* foremost. 
Let’s none of us go to sleep at our 
post! 
Let’s remember that “success lies 
in the everlastin’ team work of every 
bloomin’ soul” ! • * *

After the foregoing w*as in type,

T hey certainly are in a better posi- 
tion than politicians or average lay­ 
men to decide what guns arid shells 
and airplanes and ships the country 
should have.

however, is who shall direct the pro­ 
duction of all this equipment. 
Present plants apparently are to 
leave control of this in the hands of 
government officials. These officials 
are to be “advised'’ by experts in 
such fields as manufacturing, trans­ 
portation, finance, and so on.

The problem now is to what e x ­ 
tent a**e these officials equipped for 
the job before them, and if they are 
not so equipped, to what extent will 
they listen to sound advice.

But many persons in and 
out of Washington are asking what 
he knows about the best way to help 
the nation get what it wants. He was 
a social worker until he took over 
expenditure of federal relief funds. 
He has never had any personal ex­ 
perience in the field of m anufactur­ 
ing or commerce. 
Labor strife, Washington talk re­ 
minds, can 
hamstring national

fense. Yet under present plans oper­ 
ation s in the labor field would be 
left in the hands of the Labor D e­ 
partment and the Labor Board. 
Sec­ 
retary' Perkins, another social work­ 
er, knows nothing from personal e x ­ 
perience of problems which the m an­ 
ufacturer and producer must solve. 
Of the Labor Board’s members, only 
one has had any personal contact 
with the problems of employers. He 
once was personnel man for a big 
department store. But neither he nor 
his colleagues has ever worked in a 
factory to know how em ployees and 
em ployers feel.

THE FOUR BANDITS OF THE 
COTTON 
FIELD

FARM A N D RANCH 
No part of the Southwestern cot­ 
ton bolt is entirely free from insect 
depredations and most of this area 
: • subject * 
by all fc ur of the 
“cotton bandits’’, at one time or an­ 
other through the growing season. 
Happily enough we seldom have all 
four in the same field in the same 
season, hut no season passes where 
they are prevalent 
without 
some 
damage to the crop. 
Like 
weeds, 
they are a constant threat, and also 
like weeds, they can be controlled by 
* timely use of right methods. 
Tho cotton 
flea hopper and the 
boll weevil are the most common and 
♦he most dangerous of the four ban­ 
dit* 
which 
are 
annually 
robbing 
Southwestern cotton farm ers of an- 
nroximatelv one hale nut of eic-ht. 
They are first in the fie’d. and oft*1*- 
'urnpar together. 
The flea hopper is 
difficult to see unless one is trained 
*o look for it, but its presence is sun-, 
nested when the tiny fruit buds faP 
o ff 
before 
they 
grow 
to 
he 
“squares". 
This is often attributed 
to lack of moisture or excess m ois­ 
ture, which may be the case later in 
the season when the plants are load­ 
ed with fruit, or take a 
spurt 
of 
growth after a rain succeeding a dry 
period. 
At 
early 
fruiting 
time, 
however, the stalk is not overloaded, 
and if it is failing to hold the fruit 
buds, it is highly probable that the 
flea hopner is responsible. 
At this time boll weevils are com ­ 
ing out of winter quarters, 
and if 
they are present can usually be found 
in the cool of the day around the 
terminal buds. 
They cannot m ulti­ 
ply until squares are large enough 
for egg deposition. 
Those which die 
naturally or art* killed bv poison at 
this stage of cotton growth 
(early 
fruiting) 
will 
never have progeny. 
“ Pre-square poisoning” is therefore 
a measure of 
insurance to 
delay 
heavy summer infestations 
of 
boil 
weevil. 
It is quite practical to dust 
for 
both boll weevils and flea 
hoppers 
with one operation, using a m ixtun 
of calcium arsenate, one part, and 
dusting sulphur two parts. 
It has 
been found that the m ixture is mort 
effectiv e against 
both insects than

the same materials used alone— cal­ 
cium arsenate for boll weevil and 
sulphur 
for 
flea 
h' peers. 
When 
both are present, therefore, the mix­ 
ture should be used. 
A machine which blows the 
ma­ 
terial directly into the foliage of the 
cotton plants can be had in various 
sizes to suit the 
acreage, 
from a 
hand gun costing $20 or less to a 
horse-drawn or tractor machine cost 
mg up to $350. 
It is a waste of e f­ 
fort and materials to merely sprinkle 
it on the plants with a gunny sack 
or other makeshift. 
At early fruiting stage of the cot 
ton, (it is important to 
sa c 
the 
In st 
fruits, which 
make t i e early 
crop and best bolls) it requires only 
a small amount of dust to thorough 
iy cover the plants. 
At all stages 
th<* amount applied is go-erned by 
the size of the plants and and luxur­ 
iance of foliage, the rule being to 
get a complete coverage at each ap­ 
plication. 
Pre-squre poisoning, especially if 
flea hoppers are present, is the first 
battle of the war and one of the most 
important, but it is not enough alone 
if conditions are favorable for the 
multiplication of the insects. 
It is 
well known that 
hot, dry weathei 
reduces boll weevil n u m b e r, but the 
conditions which bring th* flea hop­ 
per into the cotton fields a e not s<» 
well understood. 
Nothing but clos* 
observation in the 
field 
can tell 
whether the insects are present in 
damaging numbers. 
The price of a cotton crop is eter­ 
nal vigilance, with 
insects as with 
weeds. 
Keening ahead of them is I 
more effective and more economical 
than w aiting for them to get a good 
start. 
If a regular dusting schedule 
for the control of boll w eevils and 
flea hoppers is carried out, the early 
broods of leaf worms will also he 
held down. 
Sulphur also reduces the 
number of aphis (cotton lice) which 
som etim es dwarf the plant by suck 
ing the succulent foliage.
